Yet itis in « very 
different style from DowTox’s—it is not so broad and wnetioua, if 
we may use the expression—possessing all the markings of the cha- 
racter, but rigidly pointed. He received great applause. Mr. 
Liston’s Maw-worm was the most laughable exhibition of the vulgar 
fanatic ever seen. Mrs. Cuarrertey makes a very pleasing 
Charlotte, and, indeed, all the characters are well supported.

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ENGLISH CPERA HOUSE. 

Tue long expected Novelty of “ Git Bras at 17, 25, 52.” was, 
Inst night produced. The authors have taken up the story of the 
Spanish hero, at his outset from Oviedo, but, have often varied it— 
we have the parting with uncle Gil Perez—the robbery of Gil Blas on 
the road—the parasite’s introduction to the youth—the capture of 
Gil by Captain Rolando’s band—the cavern worthies ; the rencontre 
there of Gil Blas with Donna Mencia, and his aiding ber escape ; all 
which occupy the first two acts.—In Act 3rd. there is a slight rela- 
tion to the affair of dmbrose de Lameia, and to the story of Seraphina, 
aud the act closes with the preparatiofis for the union of Gil Blas and 
Donna Meneia.—Acts 4th and 5th are founded on the elevation of Gil 
Blas in the service of the state; his integrity, and bis paternal 
affection for his only child Antonia. The King of Spain is introduced 
in a rather undecided character. He comes to Gi! Blas in disguise to 
try his publie virtue, and after finding him above state-corruption, he 
proposes seriously to take his daughter as his mistress ! ‘This of course 
is indignantly rejected—Gil Blos is thrown into prison, by the same 
power that confers on the daughter the mears for his relief; and after 
the hero has undergone some dangers in the prison from Captain 
Rolando’s antipathy, the gates are thrawn open, the King, and 4m 
fonia, and her lover Don Gaston, appear, and all is happily terminated. 

The third act is very defective—and many of the speeches are too 
long: but we shall not say more at present, as Mr. Bartley hse pro- 
wised curtailment. The scenery is good. The music:is in general taste- 


fal; but there are too many sougs—the following is a specimen of 
the words.
